.TOTWITHSTANDING the Cantabrigians (1) have been ſo bold as 
to derive their Catalogue of Chancellors from Amphibalus the Mar- 

tyr, who, as they ſay, was the firſt Rector of the Scholars of Cambridge 
City, An. Dom. 289, and from others who interruptedly ſucceeded, viz, 
Mauritius in the time of Conſtantine the Great, An. Dom. 310, Kynotus in 
the time of K. Arthur, an. 517, Edbertus in the reign of Cedwall, an. 678, 
Almericus in the reign of Cadwallader, an. 690, &c. and I know not whom, 
(all received upon uncertain truſt by the firſt author of thoſe. matters, Nich. 
de Cantilupo, who died An. Dom. 1441) yet J ſhall not preſume to do as 


they have done, but inſert only thoſe that I find from record, not in the 
leaſt to be doubted by many. 


To paſs by therefore St. GERMAN, St. Gil DAs, MELKinus, Nenwtrvs, 
ENTIGERNUS, and others, who lived in the times of the Britains and 
Saxons, reported by a very good Exemplar (as Camden faith) of Afﬀerius 
Menevenſis (2) to have ftudied in Oxford, and there to have made good

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Orders and Statutes for the Academians, which they would not, nor could 
have done, unleſs probably they were the ſupreme Rectors or Governors of 
the Scholars there, I ſhall begin with St. GRyMBaLpD, whom few or none 
there be, that will or can deny, but that he was Rector or Governor of the 
Schools of Oxford, and the Scholars thereof, and from him deſcend to 
others, as I find them mentioned in record. But before I begin, I think it 
fit to acquaint the reader with ſome things which may perhaps be neceſſary 
to be known by him before he enters upon the following Comment, and 
thoſe are ; 

I, That the CHanceLLoss have anciently been written and ſtiled Rectors 
and Maſters of the Schools, and Rectors and Maſters of the Scholars, as 
may be farther ſeen in this Comment, an. 1211, 1294, &c. 

I. That their place and office hath been derived, fo far as concerns their 
confirmation, from the Dioceſan, the Biſhop of Lincoln, and their nomina- 
tion and election by the Regents and Non Regents of the Univerſity, conti- 
nuing ſo till towards the latter end of Edw. III; and then they were always 
after elected and confirmed by the ſaid Regents and Non Regents only. 


III. That their confirmation by the Dioceſan, and election by the Acade- 


mians, was ſometime every year, and for the moſt part every two. The like 
alſo was it, when both election and confirmation came into the hands of the 
laid Academians, which continued till the office of Chancellor became per- 
petual and for term of life. 

IV. That the faid office in ancient time was only borne by ſuch that were 
reſident in the Univerſity, as by Maſters and Doctors of Hoſtles or Halls 
and Colleges, Monks, Fryers, &c. afterwards by Biſhops, and at length 
ſometimes by perſons of the laity, of whom Sir JohN Mason was the firſt. 

V. That ample privileges have been granted to them by popes, kings, 
and biſhops, as I have told you ſeveral times in this work, whereby their au- 
thority became great, and their perſons much reſpected and honoured. 

VI. That for their help in adminiſtering juſtice, and doing ordinary and 
common things belonging to their office, they have had Deputies allowed 
them (ſometimes more and at other times fewer) called anciently Vice-ge- 
rents and ſometimes Commiſſaries, by which laſt name I find them men- 


tioned (1) in the iſt and 2nd of Edw. III. Afterwards they were altogether 


called ſo, but now and for many years ſince, Vice chancellors, and that too 
when the Chancellors have been reſiding in the Univerſity, 

VII. That for the more honour of the office, have ſervants been allowed 
to wait upon thoſe that bear it, within the precincts of the Univerſity, and 
to uſher them in all public aſſemblies, ſuch I mean that we call Beadles, each 
of them (in number ſix, beſides a Vergerer) carrying a ſilver ſtaff erected in 
their hand, which office is very ancient, and beyond record, mention being 
made of them (how many at one time I find not) in the reign of Henry III, 


| and before.

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VIII. That in the vacancy of the Chancellorſhip, the Senior Theologus, 
called Cancellarius Natus, then reſident in the Univerſity, did anciently ex- 
erciſe all juriſdiction within the precincts thereof, otherwiſe belonging to the 
office of Chancellor, by giving oaths, keeping the Court, ſetting the ſeal to 


= public inſtruments, preſiding in the election of ſucceeding Chancellors, ap- 
1 pearing in ſuits commenced againſt the Univerſity, proving of wills, and 
> granting adminiſtration of the goods of privileged perſons, which continued 
Y till the reign of Edw. VI, at which time the office of Senior Theologus 


began to decline, 


3 As for the PRocToRs (whoſe office is as ancient for aught that I know as 
7 that of the Chancellor) are men of great power and rule in the Univerſity, 
eſpecially as to thoſe who have not obtained the title of Maſter. Their elec- 
tion hath been anciently from the number of ſenior Maſters, not by the 
Biſhop of Lincoln, but by the Regents and non-Regents in Congregation, 
who alſo, with the Chancellor, confirmed and admitted them. And as they 
were taken from the ſaid ſeniors, ſo alſo was there great care had that one 
ſhould be a Northern and the other a Southern man, becauſe of the conſtant 
diſcord between thoſe parties, and eſpecially that partiality againſt either 
party (if both Proctors ſhould be of one party) ſhould be avoided. 

The matters that theſe officers were anciently to look after, and fee that 
they were thoroughly executed, were theſe (as in our ancient books (1) it 
appears) viz. to proceed and [exerciſe] their authority :

But in theſe things their power did not, nor doth, reſt only; but in 
other matters, as in keeping the peace of the City, in having authority over 
and correcting the people of the Laity, if they are found guilty of ſtubborn- 
neſs, irreverence, ſaucineſs to them, of unſeaſonable tipling in public 
houſes, and ſuch like : of which matters, and other power that they have 
(though leſſened by the new Statutes) being too tedious now to recite, I 
ſhall proceed in my work. In the beginning of which, though I am but 
flenderly accommodated with the names of Chancellors, Commiſſaries, and 
Proctors, ſuch is the defect of our Records, yet the candid Reader I hope, 
(eſpecially thoſe verſed in Hiſtories and Antiquities) will excuſe me, and not 
be apt to impute the fault on me, but time, the devourer of all things. 


An. Dom. 883, or thereabouts, St. GRYMBALD occurs Rector or Chan- 
cellor of the Univerſity. of Oxford, after it had been reſtored by K. Alfred, 
as is elſewhere ſhewed.

An. Dom. 889. Chancellor BEATEORAVIVs, if any faith or truſt might be 
given to the Black Book (1) of Cambridge; for among certain obſervations. 


that he hath of K. Alfred, I find this“ Videns ergo &c.* He ſeeing there- 
fore that the Scholars, which he brought to Oxford, continually ſtudied in 
the compoſition of the Laws, and expoſition of the holy Scripture, appointed 
them for their Rector Grymbald, Rector and Chancellor of the City of 


Cambridge, who being burdned with old age, permitted him to ceaſe from 
his office, an. 889, and in his place the noble Beategravius was made by the 


good will of the Scholars, Rector and Chancellor of Oxford, But let the 
truth of this remain with the Author, for if we conſider that the Laws were 
not in being in K. Alfred's time, nor many years after, as may be ſeen in the 
Annals or Hiſtory, an. 1149, and that alſo Grymbald was not Biſhop of

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Wincheſter, which he confidently reports (2) in the ſaid Black book, there 
is no credit at all to be given to his obſervations. 

Theſe two ancient Chancellors of the Univerſity being thus produced, 
and ſaid to be before, it remains that we ſhould enquire of their ſucceſſors 
after, the Norman Conqueſt, whether they are known by the names or titles 
of Rectors, or Chancellors, or Maſters of the Schools, or any other name 
whether general or peculiar, and tranſmit their almoit obliterate memories 
to Poſterity. For which end therefore I ſhall do my endeavour by beating 


of obſcure paths to obtain my deſire, and, give a ſucceeding ſeries (though 
ſometimes imperfect) of our Faſti. 


1122, or thereabouts, Chancellor or Rector of the Schools RoptrTus 
CanurTos, as in the Hiſtory this year; which office of Rector being no other, 
as I ſuppoſe, than Chancellor, I ſhall here ſet him down as the firſt Rector 
of Oxtord, or of the Schools of exerciſe there, after the coming in of the 
Normans. He by the Name of Robertus Crickladenſis, Prior of the Mo- 
naſtery of St. Frideſwyde in Oxford, did about this time (2) give to the Ab- 
bey of St. Mary of Cirenceſter, in which he before had taken upon him the 
habit of a Canon Regular, his land in Cricklade. 


1134, or thereabouts, Chanc. RopBzxT PULLEYN as it ſcems. See in 
the Hiſtory this year. 


1150, or thereabouts, a Chancellor occurs under that title only, without a 
a name, as it appears from the Chirograph (3) of one Robert Foliot, Rector 
of the Moyety of the Church of Rowleſham or Rouſeham in Oxfordſhire ; 
wherein *tis ſaid, that the Chancellor of Oxford, with the Prior and Dean of 
Abendon, were delegated by the Pope to be judges of a controverſy con- 
cerning part of the tithes of the ſaid town, &c. Now in what time the ſaid 
R. Foliot lived, appears plainly from another Chirograph (4) which ſpeaks 
to this effect: 

ge it known to all &c. that I Robert Foljot give to Oſney that land of my 
fee which lieth in the great ſtreet in the borough of Oxford, in St. Michael's 
pariſh at Northgate, held of me by Auſten, prieſt, &c. in knowledge of which 
gift Wygot the Prior gave to me half an ounce of gold, and to my wife one 
mark, &c :* which Wygot being made Prior of Oſney, an. 1138, and conti- 
nuing 1n that office till 1168, (in which time Oſney from a Priory was made 
an Abdey) plainly ſhews the time of the ſaid Foliot. See this matter more

than by the name of Maſter of the Schools (though ſaluted in the Pape's 
bull the Rector) refuſing to appear in the ſaid cauſe, and therefore excuſed 
himſelf by his letters, the deciſion of the whole matter was left to the ſaid 
two judges.

of the Schools, I cannot ſafely determine. 


1214. Chancellor under a general name, mentioned in the bull (1) of Ni- 
cholas, Biſhop of Fraſchati ; concerning the puniſhment inflicted on the 
Burghers of Oxford for hanging of certain clerks, &c. dat, 7 cal. Jul. this year. 
The originals of which tranſactions are, with their autographs, kept to this 
day in our Archives, and in certain Regiſters or ſtatute books of the Univer- 
ſity, not only as a memory of that horrid fact, but to be made uſe of and 
taken out as occaſion ſerves, Among them 1s the firſt compoſition (that I 
have yet ſeen) made between the Scholars and Burghers, eſteemed a monu— 
ment of ſo great an account by our predeceſſors that they decreed the origi- 
nal of it to be kept in the Treaſury of Lincoln Church, as the only «nay 
of the Univerſity. [See before in the Annals under this year, ] 


1220. Chancellor, Mr. Lewes de CHAIR NAV, D. of D. if any truth 
may be given to that inſtrument of dotation of the Scholars of Mr. William 
of Durham, mentioned before in Univerſity College. 


1221. Chancellor under a general name, as from a papal bull (and the pro- 
ceſs that thereupon followed) which partly runs under this form, appears.(2) 
Honorius Epiſcopus, ſervus ſervorum Dei, dilectis filiis Archidiacono Wi- 

orn. et Cancellario et Decano Oxon. Lincoln. Dioceſ. Salutem et Apoſtoli- 
cam benedictionem. Ex parte Abbatis et Conventus de Oſney, &c.“ The 
Bull was for the deſigning of the ſaid perſons therein mentioned, to be 
judges for the examination of certain witneſſes concerning the tithes be- 
longing to the monaſtery of Oſney: dat. Lateran. 3 cal. Apr. an. pontif. 5.” 
There is alſo another ancient writing (3) depending on it, wherein the ſaid 
Bull is by way of inſpeximus word for word recited, and what allo the ſaid: 
three judges acted in the cauſe, and what witneſſes they examined, and ſuch 
like, under their ſeals, all done in St. Mary's Church in Oxford, on the mor- 
row after the octaves of the Apoſtles St. Peter and St. Paul, an. 1221 : 
which 1s the fifth year of P. Honorius III. Two other inſtances of the 
{ame kind, dated alſo at the fame time, I could produce (4) to prove this 


Chancellor under a general name, to have undergone that office this year, 


but becauſe I aim as much as I can at brevity, I ſhall omit them. However, 
what 1s here and before ſaid, doth make much as well for the antiquity as 
dignity of the chief Magiſtrate of the Univerſity, that he ſhould be thus de- 
ſigned a judge by the Pope in cauſes of ſo great weight. Now if any think 
that the Chancellor here mentioned was not of the Univerſity but of the Bi- 
ſhop of Lincoln, he or they do greatly err, for there never was any ſuch per- 
{on of this place different from the Academical Chancellor, that had juriſdic- 
tion here. Neither do I find among the Muniments of the Univerſity any

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mention of the Chancellor that had belonged to the Dioceſan of Lincoln, at 
leaſt in that ſenſe which uſed to be ſaid of William de Monte, an ancient 
Chancellor of Lincoln, thus (1): 
© Incipit hic noſtri pulchrum numerale Magiſtri 
Et Cancellarii Nicol (2) de monte Gulelmi.” 


I now come to two eminent and famous Scholars of this Univerſity (al- 
moſt coetaneous) who from good right ought to obtain a place here, al- 
though when they bore the faſces of this ſupreme magiſtracy with us, I have 
as yer no certainty. One of them was St. Epmunp, ſurnamed le Ricne, 
whom Matthew Parys (3) ſtiles Prælector in Theologia Oxoniali.“ But 
whether he did undergo the office of Chancellor before or after the obtain- 
ing his Le&ureſhip it doth not appear, or that he was Chancellor an. 1234, 
in which year he was declared Archbiſhop of Canterbury (as in a certain old 
Catalogue of Chancellors is delivered) I ſcarce think it credible. The other 
is RogerRT GROSSTEST, whom, though I find not in any ancient Catalogue 


of our Chancellors to occur, yet that he bore the office under that, or the 


title of Maſter of the Schools, I have maniteſtly proved in my Hiſtory, an. 
1294. He became Biſhop of Lincoln 1235, and was ſecond to none of his 
predeceſſors or ſucceſſors either for learning or piety.

Commiſſary or Vicegerent ELyas de DAN EIS. 

The ſaid nameleſs Chancellor occurs in the Bull (4) of P. Gregory IX, 
directed to him the ſaid Chancellor, the Abbot of Eveſham, and Dean of 
Oxford, for the deciſion of certain controverſies, concerning tithes between 
W. the parſon of Wdeton or Wood-Eaton in com. Oxon. and the Abbot 
and Convent of Malmſbury, dated at Perugia 4 cal. an.

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But the Oxonian Epoch of Chancellors he 7 4 with this Mr. Ralph, with 
no memory had of thoſe either before, or after the Norman Conqueſt, to 
his time. Whether he places him as the firſt in time, which he found among 
the records in the Tower of London, and no otherwiſe, I know not. How- 
ever that he, and others of his opinion (if any ſuch) are deceived, in placing, 
and ſuppoſing this Mr, Ralph to be the firſt Chancellor of Oxford, ſhall 
appear from that which follows. When the Biſhop of Lincoln did argue 
with this Chancellor (or at leaſt his ſuccefſor Ralph de Semplyngham) con- 
cerning the uſe of the ſeal, (whether public or private I know not) and 
thereupon a troubleſome queſtion aroſe between him and the Univerſity, 
Adam de Mariſco wrote an Epiſtle (1) to the Biſhop about it. In which, 
among other things, be pleaſed to take notice of theſe words following 
Signo illo quod dicitur Univerſitatis Oxon, quo in ſimplicitate ſua ſicut et 
plures anteceſſorum ſuorum, uſus eſt, de cætero ſi juſſeritis nequaquam 
uſurus et ad'nutum beneplaciti veſtri, ſuo cedet officio, &c.“ Thus Mariſco; 
but by the ſequence of the words, it appears, he contends not about the 
matter. It ſeems it hath not been doubtful to any Oxonian and (I believe) 
others, but that ſeyeral predeceſſors of this Chancellor-uſed ſeals, and to me 
it plainly appears, that he neither innovated any thing in his ſeal, or uſed 
another or the form of another, but only that which his Anteceſſors in the 
ſame office uſed. And yet notwithſtanding from this Chancellor, as from the 
firſt of all, the ſaid Hare did begin his Catalogue of them for the Univerſity 
of Oxford, This year alfo a Chancellor under a general name occurs in a 
certain ſcript (2) dat. on the Vigils of S. Bartholomew the Apoſtle, whereby 
he, the Archdeacon of Worceſter, and Dean of Oxford, were deputed judges 
concerning the compoſing of a difference between Olney and E. Rector of 

Horſpath near Oxford concerning the leſſer tithes thereof, &c.

appointed by him the faid Chancellor, and not the Biſhop of Lincoln. No 
wonder therefore it is that the ſaid Antiquary is ſo blind in the affairs of 
Oxford, when in thoſe of his own Univerſity he is ſo quick - ſighted. That 
alſo he is fo ignorant of the difference between the Chancellor of this Uni- 
verſity may eaſily be underſtood from his own words, (2) which he hath of 
the chief Magiſtrate of the Univerſity of Cambridge. Huic Academiæ

In his time the ancient prophecy of Merlin concerning the 
tranſlation of the Univerſity to Stanford, did take effect: But in a ſhort 
time by his endeavours annulled, and the Scholars called back to their old 
ſeat, as in the Annals this year may be more fully ſeen. What remaineth 
to be ſpoken in his praiſe (which occurs in a certain Epiltle (3) of the Uni- 
verſity to the Archbiſhop of York, [Wolſey] about the year 1514) I ſhall 
here inſert :—* habuerunrt noſtri majores ſuos Mecenates, tibi tamen longe 
impares, nec conferendos, ut reverendum Leyceſtriæ Priorem (meaning 
Ph. de Repingdon) et præclarum Robertum Stratford Cantuarienſem Archi- 
diaconum, qui valentes plurimum apud ſuos auguſtos, ſue memores altri- 


cis matris, eam quam plurimis decorarunt ornamentis et præclaris accumu- 


larunt beneficiis, &c.“ Thus the Univerſity ; and without doubt he deſerved 
the ſaid commendation, as certain Chancellors in ſome other reſpects did, 
namely, TRHO. Gascoicn and HENAY SEVER, for the ſcholaſtic diſcipline 
which they encouraged and promoted, Furthermore, as for this Chancellor, 
he, by reaſon of the troubleſome factions between the ſouthern and northern 
ſcholars, did for the reformation of them (as is.by one (4) reported) appoint 


one of the Proctors to be always a Southern and the other a Northern man. 


This RoBerT de STRATFORD was brother to John de Stratford, Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, both born at Stratford on Avon in Warwickſhire, ſons of 
Robert de Stratford and label his wife, and both bred in Merton College.

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Lewes de Charlton was Chancellor this year, is without doubt falſe; for if 
it had been fo, his name would have occurred in the muniments or books 
of the Univerſity, eſpecially in thoſe ſeveral Charters that iſſued out this 
year relating to the great conflict.

How- 
ever it is, ſo great was the difference in opinions, diverſity in preaching, and 
change of Governors of the Univerſity about theſe. times, that it gave occa- 
ſion, without doubt, to an acute Sophiſter (6) now or lately ſtudying in Ox-

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What 1 have obſerved of this Chancellor, who by many hath been 'ac- 
counted an eminent Scholar. of his time, is, that he was born (1) in Buck- 
inghamſhire, bred in King's College in Cambridge, from whence coming to 
Oxford for preferment, was made one of the junior Canons of the Cardinal's 
College, an. 1525. And being then but Bachelor of Arts, was, with others, 
incorporated (2) at Oxford in the ſame facuity, Dec. 17, the ſame year: at 
which time, or ſoon after, (3) ſupplicating that he might anſwer at the Au- 
ſten Fryery, and anſwer the Maſters in formal diſputations, had his deſire 
granted, conditionally, that he oppoſe allo at the ſaid Fryery: That he 
proceeded (4) Maſter of Arts with us July 2, 1526, having done his exer- 
Ciſe for that degree partly at Cambridge and partly here: Alſo that he was 
one of thoſe Cantabrigians that was forced to leave Cardinal College, for fol- 
lowing and too much abetting the opinions of Luther: That he was after- 
ward Maſter of Eton School, where by his doctrine the youth profited much: 
That he proceeded D. D. at Cambridge about the year 1.540, being then or 
before Archdeacon of Ely: That he became Dean of the new erected Ca- 
thedral of Oſney Jan. 8, an. 1343, (4*) and from thence tranſlated to Chriſt 
Church Nov. 4, 1546, at which time the ſaid See was tranſlated to that place: 
That the next year he was choſen Chancellor of this Univerſity, being in 
great favor with the then King. By which election it fell out that as the 
Oxonians enjoyed a Cantabrigian, ſo was it with Cambridge in former time 
by their election of John Bromyerd, an Oxonian, and an eminent writer in. 
the reign of R. II, and ſince that Dr. Thomas Ruthall in the reign of Hen. 
VII. For the proving of the firſt to be an Oxonian, we need not go far, 
becaule (5) Leland, Bale and Pits tell us ſo; and for the other, who was 
Secretary to K. Hen. VII, and afterward Bp of Durham, divers Epiſtles (6) 
written to him by the Univerſity teſtify as much, (though ſaid to the con- 
trary by him (7) that hath written the book De Præſulibus Angliæ) among. 
which is one (8) to crave his aſſiſtance againſt the Oppidans of Oxford in a 
ſuit of law with the Univerſity about the year 1516, and in it this paſſage— 
« Perge igitur ſancte pater, perge ut cepiſti tue illuſtriſſime ſuccurrens Ma- 
tri ne ab infeſtiſſimis Oppidanis paciatur injuriam : nam immunitates quas- 
munificentiſſimi Reges nobis conce ſſerint, &c.* That while the ſaid Dr. Cox 
was Chancellor of the Univerſity, he acted many things that have been odious 
to poſterity, as may be fully diſcovered in the foregoing Annals.

the favour of King Edward VI he became his Chancellor, Almoner, and. 
Dean of Weſtminſter, having been before his Tutor. That upon the coming 
in of Queen Mary, he among others fled to Frankfort, and what he did there 
and elſewhere may be ſeen. in a book called the © Troubles of Frankfort.“

(as one wearied out by his former trouble) retire in private *till he had re- 
cruited and recollected himſelf : and then like an honeſt Governor, and one 
of a public ſpirit, retook the enſigns of authority upon him, as it ſhall be 
afterward ſhewed.

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were paſt, But this, as it ſeems, could not be this year ſo ſuddenly, when 
as the ſaid Prochancellor Dr. WRIioHr did before, in the time of the Viſitation 
in the month of May and after, enjoy his office. Neither is it that any may 
wonder, that the ancient and vulgar name of Commiſſary ſhould be changed 
into the name of Prochancellor or Vicechancellor, for the change ſprun 
rather from an affected purity of ſpeech, than from the common uſe oF 
ſpeaking : yet in the King's reſcripts at this time and in others, as alſo in 
common diſcourſe, each name was uſed promiſcuouſly, though ſignified 
but one and the ſame Magiſtrate, written in our firſt and moſt ancient 
ſtatutes Cancellarii Commiſſarius and Commiſſarius generalis, and in cer- 
tain Charters Cancellarii locum tenens. In the Edwardine Statutes, about 
this time made, he is written, as I have told you, Procancellarius, and in 
the Statutes of Cardinal Pole, Vicecancellarius ; in which ſenſe are the gloſſes 
of Will. Linwode on the Bonifacian Conſtitution de penis, (which begin- 
neth thus, ZEternz ſanctio' &c.) to be underſtood, viz. that the Archbp 
of Canterbury hath in the College of | Biſhops a Provincial] Dean, who is 
Biſhop of London, a Chancellor who is [Biſhop of] Wyncheſter, and a 
Vicechancellor who is [Biſhop of] Lyncoln, &c. But from the High Chan- 
cellor of the Univerſity, the Vicechancellor doth receive his nomination or 
deputation, from the. Convocation his approbation and confirmation, and 
from the Charters of the Univerſity his authority. He is alſo called the 
Chancellor's Vicegerent, as in the year 1230 and 1274 you may ſee; and 
again in a certain (1) Commiſſion concerning the peace, directed by K. Ed- 
ward III, Dec. 1, an. reg. 32, to the Chancellor, ac gerenti vices ejus ibi- 
dem, nec non Maori Ville Oxon qui nunc ſunt, vel qui pro tempore erunt, 
&c.* The name of Vicechancellor which now- began to take place before 
other, I have not as yet ſeen mentioned before the year 1448 as you may 
before under that year ſee, and then no more (as it ſeems) than the Com- 
miſſaries Deputy. But worſt of all in my opinion doth Bale err in the 
lives which he writes (2) of Walter Haddon and (3) John Young, Cam- 
bridge authors, (who in the time of K. Edward's Viſitation there and a little 
after, bore the office of Vicechancellor) by confounding the name of Chan- 
cellor with Rector, and Rector with Vicechancellor, totally omitting the name 
of Prochancellor. Certainly he was altogether ignorant of the titles of the 
Governors of that Univerſity (though educated therein) or elſe he would not 
have committed ſuch errors, neither have forgotten in the lite of King Ed- 
ward VI, to make mention of the Reformation of religion and learning by 
his Commiſſioners at the ſaid place, and ſpeak alſo. of the Statutes that were 
then publiſhed there for that purpoſe.

VIII, mentioned in 1541, was again 
broken: Fifthly, that he was not of Oriel, as our Antiquary (2) in his very 
imperfect Catalogue of Proctors tells us, but of Magdalen College, for that 
Hughes which he means, became Fellow of Oriel (3) 1529, and reſigned 
1534, being then Maſter of Arts, and about to marry. 81

Afterward the ſaid Sir Jonn 
reſigning by his letters read in Convocation Oct. 26 following, the moſt no- 
ble ReynoLD Pol E, ſometime of Magdalen College, now Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, Cardinal of St. Mary in Coſmedin, or in Schola Græca, in 
Rome, and Legate a latere in this kingdom, was then elected Chancellor.

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choſen Proctor; that in 1338 he was admitted Bachelor of Div: That in the 
year 1559, Feb. 19, he was the only Doctor of Div. that proceeded in an 
Act then celebrated, having before, in the ſame year, been elected Maſter or 
Head of Balliol College: Allo that in 1560 he became Commiſſary or Vice- 
chancellor, Rector of Lyncoln College, and Margaret Reader. Which ſud- 
den promotions are not to be attributed to the deſerts of the perſon, but 
that the Univerfity was very empty, wanted Theologiſts to perform offices 
and duties, and that any one proceeded as he pleaſed. Laſtly, as for Allyn 
he was born at Roſſall (near Polton) in Lancaſhire, and having run through 
various preferments was at length made a Cardinal of Rome, under the title 
of St. Martin in Monte at Rome, [Archb. of Mechlin in Brabant, and Li- 
brarian of the Vatican. ] | 


This year in a Convocation, held May 5, were letters (1) read from Ni- 
cholas Ormanet the Pope's Datary, [D. C. L. of Padua, and incorporated in 
the ſame degree here Jul. 21, 1556, (2) alfo diplomated and made Dr of the 
Canon Law, ] and Henry Cole, LL. D. late Warden of New College, Viſi- 
tors of the Univerſity, authorized by Cardinal Pork, commanding and de- 
firing the Heads of Colleges and Halls to amend the grand neghgence of 
the Scholars under their rule. This was the laſt matter, as it ſeems, that 
they did act in their Viſitation, for this year alſo the ſaid Ormanet, with 
Cuthbert Scot, Biſhop of Cheſter, Thomas Watſon, Biſhop of Lincoln, 
John Chriſtopherſon, Biſhop of Chicheſter, and Henry Cole, Provoſt of Eton, 
lately Warden of New College, did viſit Cambridge according to the direc- 
tion of a Commiſſion from the Cardinal the laſt year. |

_ cording to the Edwardine Statutes, it appears not) and the 6th of Feb. fol- 
lowing a Codicil of his Election was ſealed and ſent to him. For which great 

favour ſo expreſſed, he ſent a kind letter of thanks (4) dat, 24th of the ſaid 
month.

This year, [July 6,] a certain ſum of money amounting. to 121. 13s. 4d. 
which was owing to the Univerſity by Dr. TaEsHAu, (as by his accompts 
appeared) was forgiven and remitted, (7) and the reaſon for it was becauſe _ 
he had undergone the office of Commiſſary at leaſt 20 years without any re- 
ward given to, or ſtipend decreed for, him; and alſo that by his great la- 
bour and pains, thoſe great Benefactions were conferred on the Univerſity 
by Qu. Mary, (more than any Prince did before) as in my Annals may be 
fully ſeen. To this I muſt add, that by his endeavours in obtaining ſubſi- 
dies for learning, and Dr. RavnorDs his care in renewing the Schools, and 
doing other very beneficial offices, the Univerſity, which was almoſt brought 
to nothing, began to reflouriſh, though they themſelves could not ſee the 
continuance of it. For TrESHam being this year deprived of his Canonry of 
Chriſt Church by the Queen's Commiſſioners, becauſe he would not take 
the Oath of Supremacy, retired to his Rectory of Bugbrook in Northampton- 
ſhire (being now all the ſpirituality that was left him) where living obſcurely, 
died within few years after.

How ancient the cuſtom was for chooling Prottors per Inſtantes I find not. 
However the way was thus. At the reſignation of their offices, were two 
Scrutators, called Procuratores nati, appointed. Theſe for the election to 
come, deſigned by ſcrutiny two Regent Maſters ad placitum for Inſtantes. 
That being done, the Inſtantes conſtituted ſix other Maſters to be Electors 
of the new Proctors. Which ſix Electors with the Commiſſary or Vice- 
chancellor did name the new Proctors for the year to follow, and after no- 
mination were pronounced elected by the Scrutators. Which way, having 
been the year going before, Nov. 2, taken away (2) at the requeſt and 
command of the Chancellor, theſe Proctors for this year were elected by the 
ſuffrages of the Maſters in a ſcrutiny, and no otherwiſe. 


As for the ſenior Proctor he was firſt Fellow [and Maſter of Arts] of St. 
John's College, which place he leaving was made Fellow of Exeter College, 
and became very ſkilful in the art of delineating, and drawing the deſcrip- 
tions of places, of which ſome are extant, particularly that of the City of 
Rocheſter ; [at which place, or near it, he was born.] (3)

in the Univerſity. But now Dr. James denying ſo to do, the junior Proctor 
Mr. Llsyd would not be preſent at Congregations, eſpecially that held Dec. 2: 
(4) for then divers being to be admitted to their degrees, he came into the 


Houſe and proteſted againſt the matters then to be done. After which he 
departed, and would act no more *till either a Chancellor was elected, or 


elſe that a Cancellarius natus ſhould take place. In the mean time the

Which Proctors were named by the King, as I have elſewhere told you. 
For certain new Ordinations (2) being tranſmitted to the Univerſity by the 
Chancellor in the month of April for the election of the Proctors, the Aca- 
demians could not after their uſual way meet together for the election of 
them, many Parſons and Curates having already reſorted from ſeveral parts 
of the nation, nay, ſome from Wales, to elect Lloyd. Whereupon no {mall 
tumult ariſing in the Univerſity, the election of new Proctors was prorogued 
till ſuch time that the controverſies in the Univerſity were equally com- 
poſed. At length, after all parties were ſatisfied, it was reputed unlawful 
for the Maſters to nominate any to the Procuratorial Office but the afore- 
faid Candidates Williamſon and Lloyd, Which being the ſentence of the 
King and Chancellor, that ancient cuſtom of chooſing Proctors by ſuffrages 
in a ſcrutiny vaniſhed, and another new form of election was introduced, as 
I am now about to ſhew.

For now the Uni- 
verſity, the mother of togated peace, being affrighted with the unwonted 
rumours of a civil war, the Muſes deſerted, and the adorers of them every 
where diſperſed, knew not (as if put between the anvil and the hammer) 
which way to turn itſelf, or ſeek reſt. The adminiſtration therefore of its 
government, was ſucceſſively, according to the manner of our predeceſſors, 
committed to Deputies, of whom the firſt was Dr. RoperT Pincke, War- 
den of New College, who for his loyalty in raiſing and ſettling the Univer- 
ſity Militia for the defence of it from the common incurſions of the enemy, 
and for endeavouring to make the City provide alſo men and arms for its 
defence, the Citizens being very backward in it, was afterward treacherouſly 


(1) [ Abraham Moodbead, after quitting his 


affice (not without trouble, occaſioned by the 


denying the Grace of Francis Cheynell, of 
which he complained to the Long Parlia- 
ment) attended ſeveral young Gentlemen of 
his College on their travels.

And 
there being ſettled, he not only cauſed youths 
to be trained up in the Roman Catholic Re- 
ligion (of which certain Members of Parlia- 
ment did openly make mention in the Houle, 
after the Popiſh Plot was diſcovered) but al- 
ſo wrote and publiſhed divers books in vin» 
dication of the Church of Rome. In this his

HE Office of STEwaRD in this Univerſity concerning the capital and 

chief cauſes of Scholars and privileged perſons, -King Henry IV, by 

his letters (1) patent dated June 2, an. reg. 7, Dom. 1405, did inſtitute, Of 
which grant and office I ſhall obſerve | 5 


Firſt, that becauſe of the great malice of the Burghers and Laicks of Ox- 
ford, by their unjuſt indicting the right and true uſe of the Franchiſes and 
Privileges of the Univerſity (of which the Scholars made grievous com- 
plaints to the King, in an Epiſtle to him, (2) which I have feen) did therefore 
make a Grant to the Chancellor and Scholars thereof, that they might have 
a Steward of their own, by whom they ſhould be tried, &c. and that at the 
demand of the Chancellor, all Juſtices and other Miniſters of Government 
ſhould deliver them up to him ſub poena 200 lib. | 


Secondly, that for the revoking of the ſaid Let. Pat. and Office which the 
Scholars obtained, ſeveral petitions were made to. the Parliament, /c/, one 
by the Commonalty (3) of England, 9 Oct. 9 Hen, IV, when the then Re- 
preſentatives of the Nation began to fit at Glouceſter. Upon the reading of 
which the matter was referred to the King's Council, to hear the reafons gi- 
ven in by each party either pro or con; and in the mean time the ſaid Let. 
Pat. or Charter was ſuſpended till the next Seffion of Parliament: Another, 
when the Members met at Weſtminſter 15 days before that of St. Hilary, 
11 Hen. IV. Upon which the Chancellor of the Univerſity was by ſeveral 
breves cited to appear before the King's Council, and being at length re- 
ferred to them for the deciſion of the matter, were ſeveral debates made

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either for leſſening or nulling the privilege. Two more petitions alſo in 
French, of which one (1) was put up in the ſaid year by the Gentry of Ox- 
fordſhire and Berkſhire, and another the 13th by the Mayor and Burghers 
of Oxford (2) to the King. Notwithſtanding all which the buſineſs was fo 
brought to paſs, that the Univerſity and their friends did then take care that 
nothing of the ſaid privilege ſhould be leſſened but rather confirmed, as they 
did in the reigns of ſucceeding Kings. 


Thirdly, that though the Steward had and hath cognizance of ſome cauſes 
which doth exceed the cognizance of the Chancellor of the Univeſity, yet he 
is to be nominated by no other perſon than by the ſaid Chancellor, and con- 
firmed by no other than the Convocation. 


Fourthly, that the Steward had at firſt for his yearly penſion but 4 marks, 
ariſing from the perquiſites of Court leets kept by him or his Deputies, not 
reckoning thoſe things that iſſue from the aſſize of bread and ale; but ſince, 
in the time of Jon Russer,, Earl of Bzprosp, the Stipend was aſſigned 
to be 5 lib. yearly, to be paid out of the Univerſity ſtock. 


Fifthly, that the ſaid Steward, after his nomination and confirmation, was 
wont to. receive his oath from the Chancellor in a folemn Congregation of 
Regents, as JN NokRrs, (3) and ſome of his ſucceſſors did. But ſince, 
the Oath is taken before ſome appointed by the Univerſity to give it where- 
ſoever the Steward is, without the ceremony of a Congregation or Convoca- 
tion. The Catalogue of them, as many as I can yet find, take, as it fol- 
lows, for the firſt and ſecond appear not; ſo imperfect are our Regiſters in 
the time of Henry IV and V.

Extract from an old Catalogue of Fellows. 


This note which followeth concerning Wal TER Mx rox we find in the 
19 1 College Regiſter book word for word: 


WarTER be Men rox was Chauncellor of England in Kinge Henry the 
third his dayes. He founded this Colledge in Oxford named by his owne 
name: TRR Hovse or THE SCHOLLERS of MERTON : and endowed it in 
effecte with all the lande that at this time we poſſeſſr. He firſt gave Statutes 
to this Colledge under the foreſaid king's ſeale and his owne, the yere of our 
Lord God 1264. But he gave thoſe Statutes that be now uſed in the month 
of Auguſt the firſt yere of kinge Edward, under the king's ſeale and his 
owne, the yere of our Lord God 1274: in the which yere alſo he was conſe- 
crated Biſhop of Rocheſter, and departed out of this lyfe about November 
three yeres after in the yere 1277, 3* Ed. primi. Qui timet Deum faciet 
bona'was his poſye of his ſeale that he uſed before he was Bifhop. The 
imaige of his ſeale was a kinge with a ſcepter in his hand. This inventorie 
of his goods came to 5110/, 133. 10d. ob. His Legacies were 2726/. 5s. 6d. 
He hadde owinge to him 622/, 25. 8d. He owed unto other 746/. 165. ob.“

* Jonun MARSHALL, [Fellow,] occurs Principal of Colcell or Coleſhill Hall, 
in St. John Bapt. Pariſh, Ox. 1447: Proctor of the Univ. under the title of 
Procurator borealis, an. 1455, Fellow of Eaton Coll. Preb. of York, 'Dr. 'of 
Div. Canon or Preb. of Windſor 1474, which Canonry he refigned 1477, 
and ſoon after 1478} became Biſhop of Landaff. In 1491 he gave 20. for 
the painting of the ſtalls in this (Merton) Coll. choir, and two books to the 
Library.

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he bequeathed to the College 200. in Angels for the ceiling of the choir with 
boards, 8 books to the Library, and a ſtanding gilt cup or bole; all rereived 
March 3, the fame year. In 1497 the ceiling of the ſaid choir was faniſhet; 
which coſt gol. and about the ſame time the painting of the back part vt the 
ſtalls in the choir. Every diviſion or ſtall had the effigies from head to foot, 
with antique habits, and antique coverings for the head, of a greater or leſſer 
Prophet, or Apoſtle, or fome Saint: each having a ſcroll coming out of their 
mouths, winding over their heads, containing a ſentence from the Belief, Pater 
noſter, &c. till all was done, even to Amen. All theſe pictures were daubed out 
as I have heard temp. E. VI, but ſoon after appeared again. In the time of 
Oliver Protector they were daubed out again, but ſoon after appeared. At 
length in 1659 oil colours were laid upon them, and then they were quite 
loſt. In 167—, when theſe old ſtalls were plucked down, being very ſub- 
ſtantial, and of heart of oak not at all periſhed, and new ones placed at the 
charge of Mr. Fiſher ; they were removed into the outward chapel, where 
they yet continue. In the laft ſtall (or rather part of one) next of all to the 
veltry door, and in that oppoſite to it, was painted to the life the effigies 
kneeling of the faid' Biſhop Marſhall, habited in his pontificalia, and mitred, 
with his croſier leaning on his right ſhoulder, and this inſeription under

When theſe ſtalls were pulled down, Mr. N. Wight did at my deſire put one 
of theſe boards whereon the picture was painted in the College Library, and 
hung it againſt the wall over the ſtairs; where continuing till 1683, at What 
time ſcaffolds were ſet up to paint and gild the roof of the ſaid Library, it was 
by the workmen uſed, and at length by one of them conveyed away. Biſhop 
Marſhall died 1496—buricd in the Church of Landaff.

„It appears by a French Copy of this Petition now extant in the Schools 
Tower, that Mr. Twyne, or the Univerſity itſelf, procured one in 1622 out 
of the Bundle of Petitions of Parliament in 7 Edw. III. This is teſtified by 
two Clerks or Keepers of thoſe Records, Aug. Vincent and Geo. Robinſon. 
Now Mr. Wood in his Hiſtory does very truly obſerve, that there was no 
Parliament held at all that year, and therefore he has placed it under 7 R. II. 
But in this he is miſtaken; for though there was a parliament held that 
year, yet it will manifeſtly appear, that this Petition could not be preſented 
ſo ſoon; but in all likelihood the 11th of his reign, which begun Feb. 3, 
1387; for all his Writs relating to this petition are dated in that year, or 
the following 1388.”

An Account of purchaſes made with WILL. of DuxRHAu's money. 


The firſt purchaſe that occurs out of the original deeds, all lodged in 
this College Treaſury, is that of an angular, or corner Houſe, ſtanding in 
Schoolſtreet, and is now part of the front of Braſenoſe College, which was 
bought of the Prior and Brethren of the Hoſpital of Brackle; who grant 
it, and four ſhillings quit-rent out of another houſe, to the Chancellor, Maſ- 
ters, and Scholars of the Univerſity of Oxon, for which the Prior and his 
Brethren received thirty ſix marks in Gerſumam ; that is, into their purſe, 
There are a great many witneſles to this deed, but the date is not added, 
nor was much uſed before the middle or end of Henry the Third's reign ; 
yet it happens, that this want is ſupplied by a letter of Attorney to give poſ- 
ſeflion, dated the thurſday after Midſummer day, an. mcc quinquageſimo 
tertio, in words, and not in figures.” 


« The ſecond deed is the purchaſe of a Houſe from the Priory of Shire- 
burn, made to the Chancellor, Proctors, and Univerſity of Oxon, and was

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fituated the firſt houſe in Highſtreet, on the North ſide in St. Peter's in the 
eaſt, and ſtands oppoſite to the front of the preſent College ; with this alſo 
was conveyed 8s. quit-rent in St. Mary's pariſh,” now encloſed in All Souls 
College: there was ſome quit rent due out of it, and in order to its ſale, 
the Abbot and Convent of Eyneſham did quit their claim an. 1255, and it 
was granted to the Univerſity, as appears by the officers of the Town, the 


ſame year, and for which the Univerſity paid forty eight marks in Ger- 
ſumam.” 


«© Theſe two purchaſes being over, ſhortly after was held the great Coun- 
cil at Oxford, for reformation of Henry the Third's government ; at which 
time, or ſhortly after, the Univerſity had lent ſome part of this money, left 
by William of Durham, to the Peers, or great men of the land: However 
about the year 1262, they made a third purchaſe from Simon of Balmden, a 
Canon of Litchficld, on the ſouth ſide of their firſt corner houſe in School- 
ſtreet : Whatever name it had then, *tis certain it was called Braſenoſe Hall 
ſhortly after, in the ſurvey 7 Edward I, an.

He printed it at Oxford in 1602, 4to. and dedicated it to 
Nicholas Bond, D. D. then Preſident. It was reprinted in 168 1 in Bates's

Library there is preſerved a MS (No. 227) entitled Wainflet's Memo- 
. . riall, or a true Hiſtoriographicall Narration of the Life, and Actes, and 
Death of that famous Prelate W. of Wainflet, B. of Wincheſter,” &c. a 
Poem, written by Peter Heylin in his younger years (firſt a Demy, after- 
ward Fellow of this College, and D. D.) and dedicated to the right wor- 
ſhipful and reverend Mr. Dr. Langton, the moſt worthy Preſident of 
Magdalen Colledge.“ It has no date; but as it mentions the death of 
Qi.

Theſe figures are executed in a ſtyte ſuperior to moſt works of ſculpture 
of their age; and it is highly probable that they were done from deſigns 
by Holbein. It is certain that there is one figure, profeſſedly by Holbein, 
in the Moriæ Encomium of Eraſmus, which is preciſely the ſame in point 
of attitude and drapery with that which is here ſuppoſed to repreſent a 
Phyſician. As for Mr. Reeks's Explication, the ſubſtance of which is 
printed (but not quite accurately) in the Oxford Guide, from the MS 
above cited; though it may in the main be right, yet in ſome inſtances 
perhaps it is not ſo. Particularly, © the Dog, the Dragon, and the Deer,” 
on the Eaſt ſide, are made to ſignify © Flattery, Envy, and Timidity; but 
it ſeems more probable that theſe three Figures, and perhaps a few of 
the others, were placed here on an Heraldic account. The collared Grey- 
hound (for the Dog is of that ſpecies) is known to have been borne as a 
Supporter by K. Henty VII, and by K. Henry VIII, in the beginning of 
his reign ; the Dragon was conſtantly one of the Supporters, and the fa- 
vourite badge of the Tudor branch, then on the Throne; and the Ante- 
lope was that of the Houſe of Lancaſter, and particularly of K. Henry V1, 
the FounDER's eſpecial Patron. Now that the beaſt which Mr. R. calls a 
Deer is in reality no other than the Antelope of the Heralds, is very evi- 
dent from the form of its head and horns, and eſpecially from the gilt Co- 
ronet with which it is gorged, and the Chain which is reflexed over its 
back: which ſurely are no very characteriſtic emblems of timidity, and 
which as certainly are the Decorations of the Royal Antelope. |

A. Woonp gives the following account of the Bells at Olney Abbey, &c. in 
his MS Collections for the Hiſtory of the City of Oxford, in the Aſhm.. 
Muſeum, fol. 219, a. At the weſt end of the Church was ſituated the 
Campanile or Tower, which enduring the brunt ſtood firm and whole 
within theſe 17 years (till after 1644): It contained a large and melo- 
lodious ring of Bells, the beſt as was thought in England, as John Ma- 
Jor, a Scottiſh Hiſtorian, (De Geſtis Scotorum, lib. iii. cap. 1.) reporteth 
in theſe words: * Campanis Cænobii de Oſneya nullæ in Anglia me- 
liores putantur.* At the firſt foundation there were but three beſides the 
Saints and Litany Bells, but by Abbot Leech encreaſed to the number 
of ſeven (ex MS Anonimi. Ouſney de vitis Abbatum ejuſdem penes 
ep'um Oxon): which, as I find out of an old Rationale (inter vet: Chart: 
Ouſney) ſometime belonging to the Church, and which ſpeaks of the 
office of every bell in ringing on ſeveral Feſtivals and tolling of knells, 
were chriſtned and called by the names of Hauteclere, Douce, Clement, 
Auſtyn, Marie, Gabriel, and John: All which for the moſt part toward 
the ſuppreſſion (being before broken and recaſt) had gotten new names, . 
which.: 
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Mary and Jeſus, Meribus and Lu- 
cas, New bell and Thomas, Conger and Goldeſton : which Thomas, 
now commonly called Great Tom of Chriſt Church, had this inſcription 
not long ſince remaining upon it: In Thomæ laude reſono Bim Bom 
ſine fraude.“ It being one of the biggeſt of their bells, was accounted 
ſix feet in its diameter, which is 18 feet in compaſs, and therefore re- 
puted to be as big as Edward Bell at Weſtminſter, or Dunſtan Bell at 
Canterbury, ſpoken of by Biſhop Godwin—(Com. de Præſul. Angl. in 
Cant: et in Vita H. Chichele.) Dr. Treſham, ir ſeems, baptized this 
bell when 'twas tranſported to Chriſt Church (of which place he was 
Canon) with the name of Mary, for joy (as Dr. Humphreys ſaĩth Vita 
Juelli, part. iii. f. 81) of Q. Mary's reign; and being about that time 
Vicechancellor of the Univerſity, and hearing it accidentally ring when 
learned Juell was with him about other buſineſs, burſt out into theſe 
words! O bellam et ſuavem harmoniam, O pulchram Mariam, ut ſo- 
nat muſice, ut tinuit melodice, ut placet auribus mirifice'—thus he 
and ſo much was the old man delighted with the noiſe of it, that he 
promiſed the Students (Fox in Q. Mary, f. 1648) if they would come 
to maſs, which was then reſtored in Q. Mary's days, to get the Lady bell 
at Bampton, of which place he was Vicar, and others added to it, and 
make it the ſweeteſt ring of bells in England.” |

Before the Reformation, it was cuſtomary for our Biſhops to conſtitute 
Suffragan Biſhops, who had in many things full epiſcopal powers : theſe had 
their Titles from places in partibus Infidelium, where they could not, and where 
it never was intended, they ſhould exerciſe authority. Thus Ep'us Lidenſis 
was from a place under the Patriarch of Jeruſalem. Of this Patriarchate, 
ſee the GEOGRAPHTA SACRA of Carolus a Sando Paulo, with L. Holſtein's 
Notes, Amſtel.

Our Author no doubt reſerved his recital of the ancient ſepulchral Monu- 
ments in this Church for his intended Hiſtory of the City of Oxford ; 
but having left nothing relating to them in his MS Collections for that 
Hiſtory, which are depoſited in his Study at the Aſhmolean Muſeum, 
the following account of them, and alſo of the Church, is chiefly taken 
from Willis's Sur ver of this Cathedral. 


The Church is built in the ſhape of a Croſs, with a Spire Steeple in the 
middle. The Nave and croſs Ailes were raftered under in brackets and pan- 
nels like ſome of our beft wrought parochial churches ; and the Choir and 
Ailes on each ſide all vaulted or arched with ſtone, by the Cardinal before- 
mentioned : which ſtone work was brought from Oſney Abbey. The length 
from eaſt to weſt is only 154 feet, though before the Cardinal pulled down 
three pillars or arches of the weſt part, it was go feet longer. The length of 
the croſs Aile from north to ſouth, excluding the old Clock houſe is 102 feer, 
and including it is about 120. Height of the Roof, in the weſtern part, is 41 
feet and a half; and in the Choir part 37 feet and a half. Breadth of the Nave 
and ſide Ailes 54 feet; and height of the preſent Steeple 144 feet. The length 
of the Choir 80 feet. 

The Builders of this Church were chiefly the“ Priors, who began it in K. 
Henry the firſt's reign. The Latin Chapel, dedicated no doubt to the Vir- 
gin Mary, was built about the end of K. Henry the third's reign; as the 
Chapter Houſe ſeems to have been; and which opens into the eaſt Cloiſter.

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To whom the old Graveſtones belonged I cannot pretend to aſcertain ; 
though I am ſatisfied, five or fix of them that have croſſes cut on them, were 
in memory of ancient Priors, or religious perſons of this Convent, and that 
others were laid over eſpecial benefactors. 

I have met with an old will of Car1sTian, daughter of Ralph Paddy, wife 
of Jordan Rufus, a benefactreſs of ſome lands 1242, who bequeathed her 
body to be interred here; as did EDMUND de LupLtow, Rector of Beckley, 
temp. Edw. III, whoſe name is yet viſible on one of the graveſtones. I alſo 
find that NicuoLas CARENT, Dean of Wells, willed anno 1467 his ſepulture 
here; as did likewiſe HENRY Notrs and JuLtian his wife, daughter of 
Henry Caldre, bequeath their demeaſnes at Churchill to this Convent, toge- 
ther with their bodies to be here interred. I have alſo ſeen that Joun Pzc- 
GIE appointed to be buried in St. Mary's Chapel in this Priory Church: 
And in an account of perſons interred here (beſides the aforeſaid) I find it 
mentioned, that WirLiam ASTELL, Burgefs of Oxford, Bawpinus de 
PART ES and his wife, and WILLIAM de STRATFORD, who with the conſent 
of Benet or Benedicta his wife, gave Elsfield to this Convent temp, Edv. I; 
and allo Joan and RichARD HamonD, and Joan de ST. Fripeswybe's, 
who lived temp. Edv. III, were all of them buried here. Wherefore that 
many of the eighteen old Graveſtones now lying in that part of the Church 
called the Dean and Canons' Ailes (removed thither ſeveral of them from 
other parts of the Church) belonged to them I make no queſtion ; eſpecially 
as there are on ſome of them the very impreſſions of men and women, and 
others of ſingle men; the largeſt of which, being ſeemingly of an Eccleſiaſtic, 
I ſhould judge to have belonged to Dean CarenT. 

As to the ancient raiſed Monuments or Tombs before Queen Elizabeth's 
time, thele being only five, I ſhall thus account for them. 


The firſt placed under the great window in the north croſs Aile, which had 


on it the effigies of a perſon in braſs praying, and an inſcription at bottom 
torn off, was, as I am not only ſatisfied from the faſhion of it, made in King 
Henry the ſeventh's time, but almoſt aſſured that it was erected in memory 
of JaMES SOUCH or Zoucn, who died 1503. For in the Prerog. Office, Lon- 
don, I have met with a will dated Oct. 16, 1503, and proved Febr. 12 fol- 
lowing of the ſaid Souch ; who appoints to be buried under this very win- 
dow, and a Tomb to be erected over him in the midſt of the ſaid window, 
and for licence to do ſo bequeaths 3ol. to the Convent to the vaulting or 
adorning this part of the Church, and 40s. to the Prior for his grave, and as 
much to the Convent and Univerſity to pray for him. (t)

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The other four ancient Tombs are all between the reſpective arches, di- 
viding the Divinity or Latin Chapel from the middle north Aile. 


The loweſt of theſe is of a man in armour, and is reported to belong to 
Sir HENRY de Barns, a Juſtice of the King's Bench; Juſticiary of Eng- 
land, temp. Hen. III, 1238, who died 1261. It contains his effigies lying 
on his tomb, with whiſkers, gorget of mail, and helmet pointed, terminat- 


ing in a nob. (1)

The next above him is the effigies of an Eccleſiaſtic lying on a Tomb, 
ſuppoſed to be one of the Priors of St. Frideſwyde's, and was probably in 
memory of Prior Philip, who died about 1190, or Guymond the firſt Prior, 
by whoſe care this Convent was re-eſtabliſhed an. 1111, and the preſent 
Church began to be edified. He died about 1149. 

At his feet is a Lion, but neither Inſcription or Arms. (3)

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The next contains the effigies of the Lady ELIZABETH Moxracurz, 
ſometime wife to William Baron Montacute, fon and heir of Simon de Mon- 
tacute, anceſtor of the Montacutes earls of Saliſbury, and high in favour 
with Edw. II. (1). She afterwards was married to Thomas Lord Furnival, 
and was daughter of Sir Peter de Montfort of Beldeſert Caſtle in Warwick- 
ſhire. She died and was buried here in 1353 (27 Edv. III) having founded 
in this Priory Church of St. Frideſwyde a Chantry for two regular prieſts, to 
pray for her ſou], her two huſbands, and other relations? ſouls. It was aſſigned 
to two ſecular prieſts by the Biſhop of Lincoln, 1380, (Par. Ric. II, P. 3, 
m. 23:) who were to celebrate near St. Frideſwyde's Shrine in the Chapel 
of the Holy Virgin. For its endowment ſhe gave Stockwell meadow, now 
belonging to this College, that is, about one half of Chriſt Church meadow, 
parted from the northern half, or Frideſwyde's meadow, by what was called 
Sheerlake : (2) (PAr. 19 Edv. III. RROISTR. Priorat. S. Frideſw. MS. f. 
293, 294, 295.) On the Tomb lies her ſtatue ſet in marble with two angels 
ſupporting her head, and at her feet a hound couchant. The ſlab and figure 
lie a good way back from the ledge of the altar tomb, on whoſe ſouth front 
are figures in pairs, and between them ſhields on which are theſe Arms :

before 1225, but in what year is uncertain, 
Biſhop Tanner and A. Wood (MS. 49 ) 
make him flouriſh 1180; Bp Kenner (Pa- 
ROCH, ANTI1Q. p. 144) and A. Wood (Ax- 
NALS, an. 1180) 1189. In this diverſity of 
opinions we may ſuppoſe the Monument to 
have been erected to one or other of theſe Pri- 
ors in a late period, to which Mr, Lethieul- 
lier aſſigns it, whoſe drawing is copied in 
Gough's Mon. Inscr1PT. p. “736.

This Lady MonTacuTE was alſo a Benefactreſs to building the Cloiſters 
of this Monaſtery, and a ſhield of her Arms, the ſame that appear on her 
Tomb, are yet to be ſeen, among the ramifications of the eaſtern extremity, 
on the vaulting of the eaſtern pane to the weſt, 


The uppermoſt or laſt is the Shrine of St. Fxipeswype. This is a neat 
and elegant ſtructure erected over a Tomb, which had on it the effigies of a 
man and woman in braſs, which are torn off, ſaid to be in memory of Di- 
dane and Saffride, the ſaid St. Frideſwyde's parents. 

About the year 730, Didane, a petty king in theſe parts, is ſaid to have 
founded a Nunnery here to the honour of St. Mary and All Saints, which 
conſiſted of twelve religious Virgins of noble birth, under the government of 
his own daughter Frideſwyde, who being buried here, and afterwards ca- 
nonized for a Saint, this Monaftery in 1 of time was dedicated to her 
memory, and called almoſt always by her name. (In ſome few of the old 
Charters temp. Hen. I, it is called © the Church of the holy Trinity in Ox- 
ford,* as Brian Twyne, 5-C* p. 115, ex Regiſtro S. Fridiſwidæ.) But the 
Nuns having been diſperſed by the Daniſh wars, this Church came into the 
poſſeſſion of ſecular Canons, and was burnt to the ground A. D. 1004: after- 
wards it was rebuilt, and better endowed for them by King Ethelred. A cer- 
tain King, before the Norman conqueſt, is ſaid to have expelled theſe Ca- 
nons, and to have given this Monaſtery to the Monks of, Abbendon, (Cap- 
grave in vita S. Frideſwidæ) for ſome few years, and then to have reſtored 
the Canons. This may perhaps account for that in Leland's Correct. Vol. 
III, p. 72, out of the Rocheſter Chronicle, viz. * A. D. 1049, reſtitutio Ca- 
nonicorum S. Frideſwide.* 

St. Frydeſwyde died Oct. 19, 740, as Creſſy tells us; on which day here 
was a celebrated fair kept before the gates of this College. 

Her Shrine was at firſt placed in a Chapel on the ſouth fide, where it con- 
tinued for fome ages almoſt forgotten, and defaced by fire and age: but in 
1180 (though another ſays in 1179 —Fox's AcTs and Mon. Lib. IV, Vol. I, 
p. 299) it was with great pomp and ſolemnity in the preſence of the King 
and many of the Nobility tranſlated hither, where, according to the pretences 
of thoſe times, it worked many miracles. In 1289 this old Shrine being 
again almoſt worn out, a new one was prepared, in which her bones were 
laid by William (De la Corner) Biſhop of Sarum, Edmund Earl of Corn- 
wall, &c. And being adored till the diſſolution of the religious Houſes, it 
was then, 30 Hen. VIII, amongſt others taken down, and all the offerings 
were conveyed into the King's Treaſury ; ſo that the bones left behind were 
only feigned, which laid there til] the beginning of Q. Elizabeth : for we 
read (Ibid. Vol. II; and Hiſt, de exhumatione Katherine nuper uxoris Petri 

Martyris, 
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Martyris, by James Calf hill, D. D. 1562, 8*.) that Peter Martyr's wife, who 
was burned here 1552, was taken up at the command of the Viſitors (1366) 
and buried in a dunghill, ſhe being then eſteemed an heretic : but when 
Q. Elizabeth came to the crown ſhe was taken up again, and her bones ſo 
mixed with St, Frideſwyde's, and both buried together, that if it ſhould hap- 
pen ſhe ſhould hereafter be taken up they ſhould not diſtinguiſh her bones 
from St. Fridelwyde's : upon which this epitaph was laid: 
Hic requieſcit religio cum ſuperſtitione.* 

A. Wood was told in 1661, by Barten Holyday, D. D. Archd. of Oxford, 
that this Monument ſtood on the north ſide of the Choir, in the middle be- 
tween two pillars, where the ſinging men fit : That it was ſurrounded with 
iron rails, with her effigies on it, in the manner of a Votareſs, and her 
head ſupported by two Angels, &c, That in Dean Duppa's time it was ta- 
ken away, and in the removing was opened, where they ſaw a perfect effigies, 
with many ribbons about it, as alſo bay leaves and other things. He ſaid af. 
terwards, that the monument ſo removed was one of thoſe ſtanding in the 
Divinity Chapel. If fo, it cannot be St, Fridelwyde's, but Lady Montacute's ; 
for of thoſe that ſtand, there is not any with the effigies of a woman, but 
the ſaid Lady's. Probably St. Frideſwyde's Monument ſtood on the north 
{ide of the Choir at the upper end, where is ſome ſign of an arch, &c. (1)

In this College there are five Portraits of him, 'all of the ſame dimenſions, 
dreſs and attitude. A ſixth, a moſt high-finiſhed old portrait, was lately gi- 
ven by the College to the Picture Gallery at Oxford, inſtead of another now 
in the Library. One of theſe ſix, and the oldeſt, came to the Callege'1596— 
Ex Comp. Anni. Another is mentioned as hanging in the Chapel 1634— 
Ex Comp. Anni. One of all theſe which is now in the Hall, was painted by 
Francis Potter, a curious Mechanic and Mathematician, and a Member of 
the College, about 1637. Another, mentioned above, was painted in 1665, at 
the expenſe of the College, for the Picture Gallery. This is now in the Col- 
lege Library, Another lately purchaſed, a copy of Holbein, the painter 
unknown, is in the Burſary. There is a ſeventh at Tyttenhanger in Hert- 
fordſhire. They are all ſuppoſed to be copies from a valuable picture by 
Hans Holbein, in the poſſeſſion of the Earl of Guildford at Wroxton. It is not, 
however, quite improbable that Holbein might have painted ſome of the

ſuppoſed copies. Sir Thomas Pope fate to Hans Holbein, for his picture, 
in the chamber within the gallery gate-houfe at Whitehall, deſigned by Hans 
Holbein, and lately demoliſhed. Hans Holbein painted many of his pictures 
in this chamber, which was uſed by King Henry the eighth as a ſtudy or 
library.“ (Warton's L irg of Sir T. Pope, ad edit. 8 vo. p. 164, N. m.) 

In the Burſary of this College is an old Portrait of Dame ELIZABETH 
PowLETT, relict of Sir T. Pope, FounDeR, and afterward wife to Sir Hugh 
Powlett, Knight of the Garter, &c. painted, as I judge from the drapery and 
the age of the. countenance, about the middle of Q. Elizabeth's reign ; by 
"which ſhe appears to be handſome. This picture was in the College at lea 
before 1613. It is mentioned in Comp. Burſ. Coll, 1612-13. I have been 
told that this picture was painted by Sir Antonio More, portrait and hiſtory 
Painter to Philip and Mary. Several of his pictures were in the collection of 
K. Charles the firſt, and at Sir Philip 5 at Brympton in Somerſet- 
ſhire, a family nearly related to Lady Powlett, More had one hundred du- 
cats for his common portraits, He died in 1575. I rather think this picture 
is a copy of an original by More.” (Ibid. p. 2 10, N. ſ.)
